1 . (previously presented) A facsimile communication method for perfomodng a Group 3 
facsimile communications operation using an optional frame signal, comprising: 

providing a facsimile apparatus with a memory which prestores identification information 
for a pluraliQ^ of different fecsimiie machines having common specifications of optional frames; 

receiving a call from a calling facsimile machine for a facsunile communications 
operation using an optional frame and identUlcation information of said calling facsimile 
machine^ 

wherein said idemificaiion information of said calling facsimile machine identifies said 
calling facsimile machine; 

comparing said identification information of said calling facsimile machine with the 
identification information prestored in said memory; 

canceling performance of the facsimile communications operation using the optional 
frame and executing standard facsimile operations that do not use the optional frame, when said 
identification information of said caUing facsimile machine does not correspond with the 
identification information prestored in said memory; and 

executing the facsimile communications operation using the optional frame when said 
Identification information of said calling fecsimile machine corTcaponds to the identification 
information prestored in said memory. 
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2. (previously presented) Tlie method as defined in Claim l,whereiii said identification 
information prestored in said memory comprises subscriber identifications each contained in a 
frame TSI to be generated by each of said plurality of differem facsitnile machines and said 
identification information received in said receiving step is a subscriber identification contained 
in a frame TST generated by said calling facsimile machine, said subscriber identification 
identifying said call ing facsimile machine. 

3. (original) The method as defined in Claim I, wherein said optional frames include 
SUB. SEP, and PWD in conformance with the recommendation T-30 of ITU-T. 

4. (previously presented) A facsimile communication method for performing a Group 3 
facsimile communications operation using optional fi*ame signals in a calling number display 
service mode, comprising: 

pro VI ding a facsimile apparatus with a memory which piustoies identifi^ion Information 
for a plurality of di fferent facsunile machines having common specifications of optional frames; 

receiving a telephone number of a calling facsimile machine during a call establishing 
process in said calling number display service mode and a signal requesting a fecsimile 
communications operation using an optional fi-^ime; 

veriiying said telephone number of said calling facsimile machine received in said 
receiving step with the identification infomation prestored in said memory; 

canceling performance of the facsimile communications operation using said optional 
flrarae and executing standard facsimile operations that do not use the optional &ame, when said 
telephone number of said calling facsimile machine does not correspond with the identification 
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infomiation prestored in said memory; and 

executing the fkcsimile communications operation using the optional frame when said 
Telephone number of said calling facsimile machine coixesponds to the identification information 
prestored in said memory, 

wherein said identification information of said cabling facsimile machine identifies said 
calling facsunile machine. 

5. (previously presented) A fiicsimile apparatus, comprising: 

memory means tor prestoring identification infomialion for a plurality of different 
facsimile machines having common Bpecificati<>ns of optional frames; 

modem means for receiving a call from a calling facsimile machine for a facsimile 
communications operation using an optional frame and identification information of said calling 
facsimile macliine; and 

controller means for (a) veriiying said identification information of said calling fecsimile 
macliine with the identification infomialion prestored in said memory, (b) canceling performance 
of die facsimile communications operation using the optional frame and executing standard 
fecsimile operations that do not use the optional frame, when said identification information of 
said calling facsimile machine does not correspond with the identification information prestored 
in said memory, and (c) executing the facsimile communications operation using the optional 
frame when said identification information of said calling facsimile machine corresponds to the 
identification infoimation prestored in said memory, 

wherein said identification infomiarion of said calling facsimile machine identifies said 
calling facsimile machine. 
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6. (previously presenied) A facsimile a^iparaius, comprising: 

memdry for prestoring identification injbrmation for a plurality of different fecsimile 
machines having common specifica lions of optional framesi 

a modem for receiving a call from a calling facsimile machine for a facsimile 
communications operation using an optional frame and identification infbiTOationof said calling 
facsimile machine; and 

a controller for (a) verifying said identification information of said calling facsimile 
machine with the identification in formation prcslorcd in said memory, (b) canceling performance 
of the facsimile communications opcsration using the optional frame and executing standard 
facsimile operations that do not use the optional frame, when said identification information of 
said calling facsimile machine does not correspond with the identification information prestored 
in said memory, and (c) executing the fecsimile communications operation using the optional 
frame when said identification information of said calling facsimile machine corresponds to the 
identification information prestored in said memory, 

wherein said identification information of said calling facsimile machine identifies said 
calling facsimile machine. 

7. (previously presented) A facsimile communication method for performing a Group 3 
facsimile communications operation using an optional frame signal, comprising : 

providing a facsimile apparatus with a memory which prestores identification information 
for a plurality of different facsimile machines having common specifications of optional frames; 

receiving a call from a calling facsimile machine for a facsimile communications

identification information prestored in said menioiy, 

wherein said identification infonnation i»f said calling fecsimilc machine identifies said 

calling fecsimile machine, and 

wherein when said identification information of said calling facsimile machine does not 
correspond with the identification infonmatiori prestored in said memory, standard facsimile 
operations that do not use the optional frame are performed while facsimile operations that would 
use the optional frame are canceled. 

8. (previously presented) The facsimile apparaws as recited in claim 5, wherein said 
memory means stores a table of identification in formation identifying &csimile machines capable 
of operating with optional frames. 

9. (previously presented) The facsimile apparatus as recited in claim 6. wherein said 
memory stores a table of identification information identifying facsimile machines capable of 
operating with optional fmmes. 

10. (previously presented) A method for perfomiing a facsimile communications 
operation using an optional frame signal, comprising: 

providing an apparams with a memory which prestores identification information for a 
plurality of different facsimile machines having common specifications of optional friunes; 
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receiving a call from a calling facsimile machine for a fecsimile communications 
operation using an optional frame and identification information of said calling facsimile 
machine; 

verifying said ideniification informatioa of said calling facsimile machine with the 
identification information presiored in said memory; 

canceling performance of the facsimile communications operation using the optional 
frame and executing standard facsimile operations that do not use the optional frame, when said 
identification information of said calling facsimile machine does not correspond with the 
identification information prestoied In said memory; and 

executing the facsimile communications operation using the optional frame when said 
identification information of said calling fecsimile machine corresponds to the identification 
information prestored in said memory, 

wherein said identification information of said calling facsimUe machine identifies said 
calling facsimile machine, 

11. (previously presented) A mediod for perfoiming a facsimile communications 
operation using optional frame signals in a calling number display service mode, comprising: 

providing an apparams with a memory which prestores identification information for a 
plurality of different facsimile machines having common specifications of optional frames; 

receiving a telephone number of a calling facsimile machine during a call establishing 
process in said calling number display service mode and a signal requesting- a facsimile 
communications operation using an optional frame; 

verifying said telephone number of ^aid calling facsimile machine received in said 
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receiving step with the identification information prestored in said memory; 

canceling performance of the facsimile communications operation using said optional 
frame and executing standard facsimile operations thai do not use the optional frame, when said 
telephone number of said calling facsimile machine does not correspond with the identification 
intbimation prestored in said memory, and 

executing the facsimile commmiicationrt operation using the optional frame when said 
telephone number of said calling facsinnile maclune corresponds to tiie idenuficaiion information 

prestored in said memory, 

wherem said identification information of said calling fecsimile machine identifies said 

calling facsimile machine. 

12. (new) A facsimile apparatus comprising: 

memory configured to prestore identillcation information for a plurality of different 
fecsiraile machines having common specifications of optional firames; 

a modem configured to receive a call from a calling facsiraUe machine, said received call 
including a telephone number of the calling facsimile machine during a call establishing process 
in said calling number display service mode and a signal requesting a fecsimile communications 
operation using an optional irame; and 

a controller configured to Ca) compare said telephone number of said calling facsimile 
machine with the identification information prestored in said memory, (b) cancel performance of 
the facsimile communicarions operarion using the optional frame and executing standard 
facsimile operations that do not use the optional' frame, when said telephone number of said 
calling facsimile machine does not correspond with the identification information prestored in 
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said memory, and (c) execute Hie facsimile communications operation using the optional frame 
when said telephone number of said calling facsimile machine corresponds to the identification 
information prestored in said memory. 

13. (new) A facsimile apparatus as recited in claim 12, wherein said memory stores a 
table of identification information identifying facsimile machines capable of operating with 
optional frames. 
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
